Introduction

days (Canberra Office) or two days (State Offices). 


2. Publishing News contains brief descriptions of the 
contents of new publications, describes changes in ABS 
publications and shows other information of inierest to 
users of ABS publications.

4. Clients who wish to receive publications on a 
regular basis may use the ABS Publications Subscription 
Service. For further details please refer to the back page 
of this publication. 


5. Clients who already use this service and who wish 
to amend their requirements should quote their client 
identification number when contacting ABS. The 


number is shown at the top left hand corner of the ad- 
dress label used to despatch publications to clients. 


6. Renewal notices are sent to all subscribers annually 
in respect of the subscription year commencing on 
1 January. Payment for priced publications is required in 
advance and should accompany renewal notices returned 
to ABS. 


Statistical information service 

7. Each ABS office has an Information Service to as- 
sist clients. The service is designed to answer inquiries 
from clients on available official statistics, including 
Statistics not published for economic reasons. Un- 
published statistics cover a variety of topics such as 
population, dwellings, building, imports, exports, ship- 
ping, etc., in the form of computer printout, microfiche, 
Magnetic tape or specially prepared tables. 


8. In cases where a considerable volume of data has 
to be specially extracted or where a regular statistical 
service is required, a charge will be made.

New Publications Released During September 1992 
Information Paper: ABS Classification of Qualification 


The paper provides an overview of the ABS Classification of Qualifications. It 
outlines the conceptual basis of the classification, the reason for its development and its 
intended use. It also contains information on the Classification’s relationship to other 
relevant classifications. 


Register of Victorian Government Data Collections and Data Bases, 1992 ($45.00) 


Provides a guide to over 700 Data Collections conducted by Victorian Government 
agencies as well as statistical databases established by Victorian government agencies 
to assist with policy formulation and programme monitoring. Publication of the 
Register aims to broaden awareness of existing statistical sources, as well as 
encouraging better coordination of activity and use of common statistical standards. 
Confidentiality access is indicated. Published jointly by the Australian Bureau of 
Statistics, Victorian Office and the Victorian Standing Committee on Statistics. 


Domestic Care of the Aged, Australia, 1988 ($12.50) 


Contains characteristics and household composition for all persons aged 60 and over, 
disabled and non-disabled; needs for assistance by: activities of daily living, by source 
of care — formal and informal, by met and unmet needs; and accommodation. Includes 
descriptive analysis of selected tables, technical notes, and an outline of the concepts 
and methods of the survey. 


Public Hospital Morbidity, Victoria, 1990-91 ($8.00) 


Contains details on in-patient separations from Victorian public hospitals. These 
include: principal diagnosis; principal medical procedure performed; length of stay and 
average Stay in hospital; external cause of accident, poisoning or violence; and the 
nature of consequent injury. 


Occasional Paper: Census 86—Sex and Ethnicity in the Australian Labour Market: The 
Immigrant Experience ($35.0) 


Analyses 1986 Population Census data concerning the labour market experience of four 
major ancestry groups - Anglo-Celts, the Dutch, Italians and the Chinese. Factors 
examined include sex, birthplace, time of arrival in Australia, labour force experience, 
education, occupation and earnings. 


Occasional Paper; Census 86 — Birthplace Differences in Occupational Attainment 
($15.00) 


Analyses 1986 Census data to explain differences in occupational attainment between 
migrant groups and the Australian born. The effects of age at time of immigration, 
education in Australia, and proficiency of migrants to attain occupations appropriate to 
their education and labour market experience. 


Occasional Paper; Census 8 — Sex Differences in Occupational Attainment ($15.00) 


Analyses 1986 Census data to explain differences in occupational attainment between 
the sexes. The effects of education and labour market experience are examined 
together with family situational variables (marital status, age of youngest child and 
number of dependent children).
